The im portance of the meeting 
is recognized in the press co m m en ts 
of all shades of opinion. 
Various con­ 
jectures a re advanced as to its real 
meaning, but they are all adm ittedly 
guesswork. 
The Boerse Gazette has a well w r i t ­ 
ten editorial pointing to the fact that 
the good, neighborly 
relations 
with 
Germany enabled Russia to withdraw 
part of bel a r m y from h e r W e ste rn 
frontier and declares it is the duty 
of Russian diplomacy 
to 
strengthen 
these relations, at the same time m ain­ 
taining that the Franco-Russian alli­ 
ance, m ade in the interests of peace, 
must in no wise-' be disturbed and th at 
neither F ran ce nor Great Britain have 
any reason to worry over the confer­ 
ence. 


Stockholm, 
July 
20.- The 
special 
com m ittee appointed by the riksdag 
to deal with the c risis which created 
the revolution in Norway has deliv­ 
ered its report. 
T he committee de­ 
clares unanimously that the govern­ 
ment. bill cannot be adopted in the 
form in which it. was presented to the 
riksdag and proposes that the riksdag 
shall signify its willingness to nego­ 
tiate with Norway for a dissolution of 
the union if the newly elected Norwe­ 
gian sto rthin g requests a repeal of 
the act of union and a dissolution of 
the union or if such request is re­ 
ceived 
from Norway after the Nor­ 
wegian people, by a plebiscite, have 
declared in favor of a dissolution of 
the 
union. 
The 
com mittee 
recom­ 
mends that in the event of a dissolu­ 
tion of the union Sweden should in­ 
sist on the following term": 
First— The establishment of a zone 
on each side of the frontier separating 
the kingdoms within which the exist­ 
ing fortifications shall be razed and 
new fortifications may not be erected. 
Second— T he right of pasturing rein­ 
deer belonging to Swedish Lapland­ 
ers in N o g h Norway. 
T h ird —T h at transit tra d e through 
both countries shall be secured against 
unjust i bable obst met ion. 
Font ;h— T h at the status of Sweden 
in iv. p e d to foreign powers as e stab ­ 
lish. I by treaty shall be clearly de­ 
fined; 
that 
Sweden shall 
be com- 
i. (cly in 
I from responsibility for 
Norway to other states. 
The com m ittee also regards an arbi­ 
tration 
convention 
between 
Sweden 
ud N o r w a y a s desirable, although it 
noes not consider it an essential con­ 
ation lot the dissolution of the union. 


To Ra se a Large Lban. 


The com m ittee further proposes to 
authorize the government to raise a 
loan of $25,000,000, which can by a 
resolution of 
the riksdag 
bt 
made 
available tor such readjustm ents and 
a rra n g e m e n ts as may be necessitated 
by th.* new conditions. 
The p ream ble of the com m ittee’s rc­ 
pt rt 
is a lengthy recitation cl the 
events leading up to the c o m m itte e s 
appointment, 
claiming 
that 
Sweden 
made all possible concessions iii order 
to m aintain the union. 
Despite these 
el lor is th e differences grew until they 
climaxed in the revolution. 
The com m ittee declares the ur.br. 
was not dissolved by the storthing's 
ac tion, holding th a t a contract c mr. I 
be broken by one party's parliament, 
and that it is for Sweden to decide 
what ac tion is necessary. 
The com m ittee emphatically disap­ 
proves of any a c tion by Sweden either 
in the direction of a dissolution of the 
union or recognition of N orw ay’s inde­ 
pendence until the Norwegians have 
had an opportunity th rough elections 
or a plebiscite of 
expressing their 
wishes. 
If the vote favors a dissolu­ 
tion t h e storthing m u st legally a p ­ 
proach Sweden to this end and if a 
satisfactory agreem ent c a n be reached 
the com m ittee recom mends Sw ed en ’s 
assent. 
T he committee, in conclusion, re­ 
fuses to recom mend that the riksdag 
authorize the cabinet to negotiate with 
Norway as demanded by the govern­ 
ment 
bill, but says that if Norway 
legally approaches Sweden in accord­ 
ance with the com m ittee’s proposal 
negotiations m ay be opened. 
As a result of the co m m ittee’s report 
the entire cabinet has resigned. 


IS I P TO ROOSEVELT 


Jvvedijh Pr.pert Appreve Action of the 
Committee. 
Stockholm, July 26.— Editorials in 
th** newspapers generally express s a t ­ 
isfaction over the unanimity ot the spe­ 


cial committee in its report 
to th e 
riksdag dealing with the Swedish-Nor* 
wegian crisis. 
According to well informed persons, 
the reason for this unanimity was t h a t 
the committee had ] rivately received 
information to the effect that Norway 
was willing to submit to a re fe re n d um 
th e question of the establishment of 
a neutral zone and to the razing of 
minor fortifications, but that she would 
not consent, to a general election. 
It is understood a referendum could 
he arranged to ta k e place within a 
fortnight. 
Altogether 
the 
prospects 
vre regarded as peaceful. 
Much depends on the c h a ra c ter of 
the new ministry. 
If it is not of a too 
cons. n a t i v e or nationalist color, n e ­ 
gotiations are expected %»o 
proceed 
smoothly. 
T he king is being urged 
to choose strong men who, having de­ 
cided 
upon a. mod* rate policy, will 
nor be turned down from it by a g ita ­ 
tion in either country.
